Officer Who I» B«l»* Tried For Al- 


leged Cr««Ur to N»tlr*a. 


The court martial of Major Littleton 


W. T. Waller and Lieutenant John H 
A. Day, both of the United States ma- 
rine corps, on the charge of executing 
three natives of the island of Samar la 
exciting unusual Interest because of 
the previous fine records of the accused 
officers. 
The court, which has con- 


vened at Manila, Is presided over by 
Colonel James Forney of the marine 
corps. 


The charges specify that Major Wal- 


ler and Lieutenant Day killed three na- 
tive stevedores on the streets of Basey, 
Samar, without trial. 
These steve- 


dores were among those who accom- 
panied the disastrous expedition of Ma- 
jor Waller and a detachment of ma- 
rines to the interior of Samar last De- 
cember. 


It is claimed that these stevedores 


mutinied and proceeded to the foothills.

It was there, ns a lad of wn en- 
teen, that he stood at the case with a 
story in Spanish for copy and translat- 
ed it as he put it in type. 


Together the two brothers have been 


enjoying a long planned trip on the 
Ohio river, renewing their youth in the 
contemplation of scenes and places fa- 
miliar to their boyhood days. 


J. A. Howells is probably (he oldest 


editor In Ohio. The Ashtabula Sent!- 
tiel, a weekly, was printed in Ashtabu- 
la when, in 1852, W. C. Howells. the 
father of J. A. and William Dean, pur- 
chased a half interest. Six months lat- 
er he moved the office to Jefferson, and 
soon thereafter J. A. Ilowells purchas- 
ed the other half interest.

Duffey does not regard himself as 8

He belies in acquiring a cer 
tain style of running. This should be 
practiced until it becomes natural. 


His own words on the subject are as 


follows: 


"The most essential thing Is the 


start. No sprinter now uses any other 
than the stooping start. The easieht 
possible position should be taken, with 
the hands on the mark, the loft loot 
three inches back of the mark and the 
right foot about three feet behind the 
mark. These, of course, depend some 
what on the size of the man. Lean 
the body over the mark as far as pos- 
sible, so that when the pistol goes off 
you practically fall forward in the Ih-st 
two strides. Then drop into your nat 
ural stride as quickly as possible. 


"Before the start I take a long breath 


and do not force the air out of my 
lungs till close to the tape. 


"Another Important tiling is the 


movement of the amis. 
In sprintiaij 


the arms are brought into play as miK-h 
as the legs. I use a sort of 'cross-the- 
body swing,' the arms being swung to- 
gether to the left as tho stride is taken 
with the right leg. My stride is about 
7 feet 10 inches. All tins constitutes 
style, and 1 attribute a groat deal of 
my success to studying it. I never at- 
tempt now to run fast until I am sat- 
isfied that my style is satisfactory. 
While it is of course bad to be ex- 
tremely nervous before a contest, yet 1 
believe that a sprinter must be undei 
a certain tension in order to do gcod 
work. 


"The rules for training are simple. 1 


generally start with jogging 300 yards 
or so each day. After a week I begin 
slow starts to perfect my style and 
usually end the day's work by striding 
2.30 yards. Care should be taken that 
the muscles are thoroughly limbered 
up before fust starting is attempted. 


"Finally I begin running fast for 


liventy or thirty yards and gradually 
increase the distance. I keep this up 
until satisfied that I am in shape. Then 
I ease up in my work. A very impor- 
tant thing Is to train with men faster 
than yourself, or at least as quick off 
the mark. 


"Always have a cold shower bath 


nnd then a good rubdown after work- 
Ing. 


"1 pay very little attention to diet, 


but I generally cut out pastry a few 
weeks before an Important event. A 
man with a weak stomach, however, 
should exercise the greatest care In 
his diet 


"I do not believe that sprinting Is In- 


jurious to a properly trained man. In 
fact, I am thoroughly convinced that 
It develops the nervous force to a very 
high degree. As I said before, I at- 
tribute my success to perseverance, 
and. 
in short, the only way to become

A POLICE COURT DECISION. 


Associate Justice William F. Nason 


has rendered a decision In the Dover 
police court which created considera- 
ble stir 
among the druggists, and 


which gives a new phase to the liquor 
business. Judge Nason ruled that a 
registered pharmacist had a right to 
keep liquor on hand to be compounded 
for medicinal purposes. The only evi- 
dence, he said, was the fact that the 
records of tho internal revenue collec- 
tor showed that a United States reven- 
ue license .for tho sale of spirituous 
liquors had been issued the respon- 
dent. This, he ruled, was prima facie 
evidence, and the respondent was held 
for the grand jury. Lawyers say that 
this is the first ruling of the Idnd by 
any judge in tho state in the case of 
druggists, and that those engaged in 
the business, if Judge Nasou's ruling 
Is sustained, must cancel their licenses 
on the hooka in Portsmouth at onoo in 
order to avoid prosecution.—Concord 
Monitor.
